







DIRECTIONS 

Mix thoroughly. 

The quickest way to mix thoroughly a can of Key- 
stona is to pour off half the contents of the can. 
Then with a putty knife, stir up what is left. Then 
add to it what you have poured off and mix again. 

Apply with at least a five-inch Black Stucco Flat 
Brush, thinning it if necessary. FLOW IT ON, 
and do not work or brush it out like ordinary paint 
because it will smooth out itself. 

Give new walls or ceilings or new woodwork a 
priming coat of a mixture of 1 gallon Keystona and 
3 qts. of Keystone Preparatory Liquid. 

If Keystona works heavy under the brush, thin it 
with some turpentine; the results will be more 
satisfactory. 

To wash Keystona use Keystone Wall Cleaner 
or dissolve one-half pound of oxalic acid in one 
gallon of lukewarm water; apply on surface, then 
wash off with soap and water — use gasoline for lead 
and indelible pencil marks. 

Do not use a dark color for finish over a white 
priming; have the color of the first coat as near the 
finish as you can. Before applying to woodwork, 
kill the knots with shellac. 

To tint white Keystona, use colors ground in oil. 

For Iron Work, it can be brushed or thinned 
and used as dipping. Metal or steel ceilings can be 
finished with a " Rubbing in " brush. 

Makes a perfect coat for Iron as well as Wood. 

On floors mix in equal quantities with Keystone 
Floor Varnish. Will outwear any floor paint. 

If gloss finish is required, use a priming coat of 
Keystona and over it Keystone Enamel. 

For outside, use the outside quality. If you use 
it over Kalsomine add a quart of oil to the gallon. 
In Yacht Work use it inside only. 

To apply over Wallpaper, use it as it is, but the 
finish will be more satisfactory if you take off the 
paper. 

If more than one coat is used, allow at least 48 
hours between coats. 
Prime new Plaster with Keystone Preparatory

The primer that we 
advise using is one that was worked out by one 
of our largest master painters after months of ex- 
periment and is positively the best primer for a 
wall that can be put together. After you get this 
primer on, apply one or two coats of KEYSTONA 
and you will get a perfect finish every time. 

After we produced this wonderful flat paint pro- 
duct and met with unbounded success in its introduc- 
tion, many others undertook to imitate it with the re- 
sult that the consumer is often persuaded to take a flat 
paint which does not produce results. It is no trouble 
to make a flat paint — but as yet none have been 
able to produce anything equal to KEYSTONA. 
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KEYSTONA is as WASHABLE as marble 
while the counterfeits will not stand washing with- 
out the color washing off with the cloth or sponge, 
and if you rub them quickly with your finger or a 
dry cloth, they will gloss immediately.
